COLLAPSED. 


The Train Elevator at Milwaukee 


Suddenly Gives Way at Both 


Ends. 


Humor That Half n Dozen Tramps 


lost Their .Lives m the Disaster 


—The aioucy Iioss. 


MILWAUKEE, Juno 7.-A collapse o£ mag- 


nificent proportions occurred about 4o clock 
yosterdav afternoon oil tho South side, tidjom- 
in- tho "Chicago and Northwestern crossing 
ot tho Mibvaukeo river. At this point arc 
located tho Marino elevator and tho auxiliarj 
storehouse ot Manegold & Kersliaw, known 
as tho Northwestern Marino elevator buud- 
iugs 
The joint capacity o£ tho two houses 


is placed at 250,000 bushels. But yesterday they 
contained more than that amount of wheat. 
Tho main elevator was filled to its utmost 
bin and what little room remained in the store- 
house was being utilized for a cargo o£ wheat 
brought from Ahnapeo by tho steam-barge 
Hilton when at tho hour mentioned it sud- 
denly gave out at tho ends and sides simul- 
taneously, scattering its burden of golden 
crain in every direction. Tho rash of wheat 
served to deadeu tho nolsa of tho crashing 
timbers, aud thus only thoso in tho immedi- 
ate- vicinity received warning ofthoca^as- 
tropho from this source. Still tho intelligence 
spread rapidly, and a largo crowd soon gath- 
ered to view tho wreck. Eye-witnesses state 
wten the walls began to give way tha col- 
lapse wa-s sudden. The lower part of the side 
and end walls wero forced out and thrown 
a distance of twenty-live feet. The end walls 
wero completely wrecked, while tho upper 
portion of tho side walls remained intact. As 
the walk gavo out tho roof settled down upon 
tho mountain of wheat and broken bin tim- 
bers, in which condition it remains, affording 
protection from possible damage by rain to 
the greater portion of tho grain. That which 
lies beyond the limits "of tho wrecked building 
was promptly covered with canvas to protect 
it from damage, and not over five thousand 
bushels consequently are liable to moisture*. 
Estimates vary ns to tho quantity of wheat con- 
tained in the building at the time of tho col- 
lapse 
Soaio placo the amount at llo.OOO and 


others at 120,000 ImsUols. There wero seven 
bins in tho structure, of a supposed capacity 
Of 17,000 bushels each, and these bins were all 
full or nearly so. Tho wheat in tho bin at 
the river end'landed upou tho dock mainly, 
but between 0,000 and -1,000 bushob rushed 
into tho river and is a total loss. Of that 
scattered upon tho ground it is safe to say over 
500 bushels will also bo rendered worthless. 
The wheat is owned by Milwaukee specu- 
lators mainly, and is largely composed of tho 
No 2 grade. Tho accident is duo to tho over- 
weighting of a poorly constructed building, 
and tho loss will therefore have to bo borne 
by the owners of tho promises. Tho wrecked 
storehouse was built after tho manner of 
ordinary elevators, UxO stuff being nailed to- 
gether to form tho .walls, which, when 
finished,

done to tho contents, will make tho total loss 
by the accident fully §12,000, upon which 
there is no insurance. Parties attending to 
tho unloading of tho barge Hilton, a short 
time before the collapse, observed a move- 
ment in tho end wall that led them to fear the 
mishap which came a little later. None of the 
elevator employes happened to bo in or near 
tho building when it went to pieces, and for- 
tunately no lives were lost. The last of a tram 
of mill bulk whoat wagons had left only a short 
time previous. However, to-day a minor has 
obtained circulation to the oR'ect that half a 
dozen tramps wero sleeping in the shade on 
the east side of tho structure when it caved 
in,-and arc buried in tho ruins. . This rumor 
is credited by some and discredited by others, 
and its truth or falsity can only bo estab- 
lished when tho debris is cleared away. Ihe 
steam-barge Kershuw has been engaged to 
store a portion ot - the scattered wheat. Sho 
will take about fitly thousand bushels. Other 
vessels must bo', pressed-into service for the 
remainder,', as tho main elevator can not hold 
another bushel;
